Greek Diony-an rites, The doctor works himself into a frenzy and dances wildly round the circle of warriors, dashing his switch in their faces and 
occasionally thrusting a lump of some horrible mixture of clay and dirt into their mouths.

The Americans have a quaint 
locution about being “too previous.” 
At the time I am mapping out this 
trip the tram lines connecting the 
Hampton Court service from Shep- 
herd’s Bush with Raynes Park are 
not completed, but I am assured on 
the best authority that the cars will 
tun from Easter Monday, and ‘as 
these articles will not appear until 
after that date I feel justified in 
dealing with the route as actually in 
being. 

Later on, the London United Tram 
Sérvice will be connected up with 
the London County Council, so that 
ther London tourist will be able to 
commence his journey at Waterloo, 
Westminster, Blackfriars, or Shep— 
herd’s Bush: But I am starting 
thea tours from Baker Street, so we 
will go to Wimbledon first. 

F take a Vanguard“ to Hyde 
Bark Corner, and there I change 
either into a “ Vanguard” which 
rung to Barnes Common, or prefer 
ably into the ‘‘ Arrow” cr the Road 
Car Company's motor bus which runs 
to Putney Station. 

The walk from Putney Station to
